To.the mass of people. this phrase is wholly 
unintelligible ; to many its terms are incongruous, if- 
not entirely contradictory... They think. fee} and act 
as if conformity of their conauct to law were a com- 
promise of 
demands of en opinion or civil power, Such de- 
sire 2s little legislation as pessibie ;; they submit to it 
only through fear of penalty, Numerous examples 
of this class. of om asd maumerable exhibitions 
of the results of their faise views, have been furnished 
in the history of our own country, The European 
masses, trampled upon. by despots, have heard of & 
land in which all men are free and equal. : 

They make their escape from bondage and seek a 
home among us. Soon they exhibit a spirit.of per- 
sonal independence of. legal restraint; they despise 
public opinion, defy civil authority, and give scope to 
their passions. by tawless conduct. bold. and un~ 
secreted crime. If. executive faithfulness bring 
down upon them the power that guards and vindi- 
cates the law, they are amazed. They supposed this

But iib- 
erty is not the absolute freedom to do what one may 
will to. do. True liberty is the freedom of action 
limited by the law of the well-being of the agent. He

True liberty will not allow the agent to go to the 
extent of action which transgresses the laws which 
govern his existence. He may have the power to ex- 
ercise such freedom, but it is the awful power of de- 
stro: his happiness.

True liberty, then, is that which consists with the 
well-being of the ; and, therefore, the only 
liberty desirable must be limited by law. ff this be 
the true conception of liberty in general, what is true 
of civil liberty?

‘WHAT ARE THE PROSPECTS. 


In conversation with some officers {rom the Wa- 
bash, I find a very general confidence prevailing that 
within the next ten days the fall of Sumter would be 
consummated, and that Charleston must soon, after 
succuinb, They report. everything as prog 
satistactorily and the fell.of Fort Wagner as one o 
the eveats of the next few days. The constant bom- 
bardment now progressing is, I learn, mainly to con- 
ceal the erection, by Gen, Grnitwons, of a masxed bat- 
tery within five hundred yards of Fort’ Wagner, and 
aisd to protect his troopsin the operation. This new 
battery was expected to be ready to open on the 
enemy to-morrow, and ite advent wili be a grand 
fusilade from the Monitors and the Ironsides. Fort 
Wagner is already a sightiess mass of sand, and with 
the boring shell of Gen. GinLmonsz a strong effort will 
be made to penetrate its magazine and put a sum- 
mary end to the vile concern.

liberal compromise. The Administration was 
denounced ‘by the Coppetheads in the 
most unmeasured terms for refusing that 
policy. The confiscation bills, and the Presi- 
dent's Emancipation Proclamation, and the 
stand taken that loyalty was to be uncondi- 
tional, were declared to be expressly calou- 
lated to drive the Border States into the arms 
of the Confederacy ; and there were no male- 
dictions strong enough to be vented against 
the Government for its blindness and its 
treachery, The abuse which these Copper- 
heads have kept up against the Administra- 
tion in behalf of the wronged Border States 
has been what they lived on—their meat 
and ‘their drink—ever since they were 
spawned into life. 

Well, isn’t it extraordinary that, after all 
this peculiar concern for their feelings and 
their interests, these same Border States 
should spurn the Copperheads with greater 
vehemence than any other part of the coun- 
try ? Kentucky, which has been the special 
object of solicitude, has rejected Wioxtirrr, 
the very paragon of Copperheads; by a ma- 
jority almost unexampled in the political his- 
tory of the State—and that, too, though 
his opponert boldly espoused the entire 
general policy of the Government. No 
Northern State; during the last year, 
has pronounced so emphatically for the con- 
tinuance of the war without reserve or quali- 
fication as Kentucky bas just done. The 
coppertieadism which still so defiantly raises 
its malignant crest in Ohio and New-York, 
in Kentucky lies to-day mangled. and dead, 
and a stench to the nostrils. In the great 
State of Missouri the result has been even more 
decided. The prevailing loyalty there is not 
only of the most unconditional sort in respect to 
Slavery as to every other interest, but the State 
has far outrun any policy of the Administra- 
tion, and practically embraced Abolitionism. 
Missouri, so far from asking the National 
Government to modify its war methods, as 
the Copperheads did, so as to save Slavery 
from injury, has, by its own voluntary motion, 
knocked the institution in the head. The 
election in Maryland is yet tooccur ; but no- 
body doubts that it will result in an over- 
whelming majority for the war-policy of the 
Administration. The Copperheads have long 
since abandoned the last hope of getting the 
control of the politics of that State. Not 
even Massachusetis itself is to-day more 
staunch in its loyalty. 


JThe “ Border State policy,” as the Copper- 
heads used to employ the term, has become 
the grossest of misnomers. There are, in 
fact, no States where jit is more earnestly des- 
pised and repudiated. And the reasons for this 
are plain enough. There are no States which 
have been brought into such close contact 
with the rebellion, and which so thoroughly 
understand its inferna) malignity. They have 
suffered from it, too, as no other States have, 
and have learned to hate it with perfect ha- 
tred. Their understandings and their feelings 
alike interdict all attempts to palter with it. 
They are for crushing it at all. costes; and 
feeling thus, they earnestly support the 
} Administration through which alone it can be 
¢rushéd:" As for Slavery, the mass of their 
people give themselves no particular concern 
for that institution. They. understand full

“I have taken on board this vessel & large quan- 
tity of Quartermaster-General’s stores, and am com- 
pleting the cargo by shipping two large guns. These 
are intended for a fortress, and are so large that they 
are utterly incapable of being used on board any ship 
yet built, even the Great Eastern. 1 give you this ex- 
planation in order to show you that there is no inten- 
tion to arm the Gibraliar with them, this appearing to 
me to be the probable reason for the course taken by 
Her Majesty’s Customs, to whom I cannot suppose 
the ultimate destination ofthe guns to be a matter of 
any interest.” 

Upon this latter point Mr. Eowanps report- 
ed as follows: 

“The conclusions to which I arrived, from the 
conversation I had with the shipper and Mr, Kurn- 
apuper, was, that the whole cargo was for Nassav, 
and that it would find its way from that place to the 
Confederate States. Anyhow, I could not get from 
the parties the slightest amount of information touch- 
ing the ultimate destination of the guns, save by infer- 
ences on their remarks, If the sending of the guns 
to the Confederate States be an unlawtel disposal of 
them, then I am satisfied that the destination of the 
guns will be an infringement of the law ; but I see no 
means of proving the case, nor by what means a 
shipment to Nassau can be stopped ; indeed, goods 
destined for the Confederate States are being shipped 
daily, although nominally for the Bahamas.” 

This was written on the 27th of June, and 
at the 2d of July Mr. Epwanps was informed 
by telegraph that clearance bene be given to 
the vessel.

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The armies of the West, having 
first brought order. into Kentucky and Mis- 
souri, and occupied a line of defence from 
| Cumberland Gap to the head waters of the 
Arkansas River, put into the field movable 
columns with Memphis as their objective 
point. The latter, after the capture of Fort 
Henry, Columbus, New-Madrid and Island No. 
10, and the sanguinary battles of Pea Ridge, 
Donelson and Shiloh, and the reduction of the 
rebel stronghold at Corinth, reached Memphis 
and Helena in Juneand July, The Eastern 
army, after the siege of Yorktown, the affair 
of Williamsburgh, and the sanguioary battles 
of the Chickahominy, failed to capture Rich- 
mond, and retired to Harrison’s Landing. 
The campaign was now virtually ended. 

For months our armies had received no re- 
mounts, and the thinned ranks of our regi- 
ments had received no recruits. The news- 
papers repeated the popular phrase that the 
“backbone of the rebellion was broken,” and 
a hue and cry was raised against the Gene- 
tals because they had not completely “bagged 
the whole rebel armies!” “In the meantime 
the enemy, under their Conscription law— 
which was rigorously enforced—had filled up 
their ranks so as to be able to resume the of- 
fensive. Accordingly raids, great and small, 
were attempted into Maryland, Pennsylvania, 
West Tennessee, Kentucky, Ohio and Indiana. 
To meet this emergency, Congress only au- 
thorized the President to receive volunteers, 
and to call out nine months’ militia. The 
latter could only be called out through the 
State authorities, and some of the Governors 
actually refused to make the draft. Fortu- 
nately, however, troops enough were ob- 
tained to check the enemy’s raids and turn 
the tide of war. 

In the present. campaign the armies of the 
West and the Gulf have gained many splendid 
victories, and reopened the Mississippi River, 
while’ that of the East, by its. brilliant 
achievement at Gettysburgh, has effaced the 
disasters of Fredericksburgh and Chancellors- 
ville. All other operations have been merely 
auxiliary; and only of local importance. 

But just.as our successes East and West 
give hopes of our being soon able to crush the 
rebellion, and at the very time every impor- 
tant place of the enemy is beleaguered, and 
every rebel army in fall retreat, the terms. of 
our two years’ and nine months’ regiments 
expire, and the Government er to send 
them home ! 

We have thus briefly stated what has been 
done. in .this.war,and the causes which, in 
our opinion, have prevented greater successes. 
While we find ‘in this examingtion much to 
Tejoice at and much to flatter the. military 
pride of all loyal men, there ig nothing what- 
ever of a nature to discourage us. And we 
‘thibk that every, candid reader, after: fully 
considering all these, wil admit’ that the

If 
in this instance, why notin regard to al 
other laws? This is a new doctrine, worthy 
of Northern traitors and leaders of mobs and 

The whole matter narrows itself down to 

‘this point: - A large number of our troops are 
deing discharged for expiration of the term of 
their service ; our armies cannot profit by 
‘their recent successes yoless the ‘places of 
‘these troops are immediately supplied ; vol- 
v—anteering will not do this, as experience for 
‘the last six months has incontestibly proven ; 
Congress has provided another means—that by 
draft; the Executive must raise troops by 
this means, or do without any and give up 
the contest ; there is no alternative presented. 
‘Those, therefore, who oppose ‘the draft, op- 
spose the continuation of the war as effec- 
‘tively as if they took up arms and fought in 
ithe rebel ranks. 

But cannot the draft be delayed for a few 
‘weeks or months till some other measures can 
‘be devised? To delay the draft is equivalent 
to abandoning it entirely. It is not simply a 
question involving the power and authority 
involving the success of the war, aad, there- 
fore, the very existence of that Government. 
The army must be recruited now. A few 
months hence it will be too late.. The rebel 
Government has resorted to a levy in mass, 
conscripting every man capable of bearing 
arms, no matter what his position or employ- 
ment may be. It is their last and fina) at- 
tempt. After this they will have no reserves 
to fall back npon. Unless our armies are 
also recruited now, they must be beaten back 
and defeated; new raids into the Nosthern 
States will be executed ; the National ‘Gov- 

. ernment will be weakened, and the confidence 
of the people lost. 

The oppenents of the draft know this as 
‘well as we do ; it is precisely what they want. 
They do not desire the success.of our arms.; 
they desire the rebels to succeed, and as’ the 
best means of accomplishing this object, if 
they cannot prevent the draft entirely, they 
will postpone it as long as possible. Let not 
our people or our Government be deceived by 
the hypocritical pretensions of these men, 
They are enemies in disguise, and their ad- 
vice, if followed, will lead us to irrecoverable 
ruin.
